It is o
well-known fact that many giarments
offered for sale at low prices and some-
times even the hetter grades are manu-
factured In tenements or other un-
wholesome places under conditions
that make It hazardous to wear them
especially for Infants and small chil
dren. We cunnot tell where these
#oods are to be found, but we can ui:I
you about the other kind—made in
light, clean workrooms.’
